Nicholas Holt and his Neighbors. 
“To Right the Wrong,” E. Lyall’s 
best work, tlls of the fight between 
King and Parliament that wound up 
the long-suffering Puritan between 1620 
when he ran, and 1642 when he turned 
and struck back. Search the history of 
those twenty j ears and see why people 
who were not persecuted exiles in 
Dutch land, hurrying. their children 
away from amalgamating blood and 
spcech, but men of means and good con- 
nection—just see why it was that Andoy. 
er people cut themselves off from home 
and country, jumping from that cruel 
‘frying-pan’”’ of slit noses and shaved 
ears to the Starvation Camp” of New 
Plymouth, the unsparing rigor of the 
winter of the West Atlantic, the terrors 
of whooping savage and unknown wild 
beasts, with all the drawbacks of isola- 
tion in small communities in this track- 
less wilderness. The two youths in the 
tale, ride towards Farnham town, past 
Farnham Castle of Stephen’s civil wars 
through the great Holt forest, not a 
road to traveljalone and unarmed, under 
the dark oaks and beeches,” on a July 
day, in 1642, while Nicholas Holt, John 
Poor and John Osgood are swinging 
axes in Merrimac woods and bridging 
the bogs of Skug River. They jest to- 
gether, these boys—“Shall we stay in 
Lincolnshire fens, content to be Hamp- 
shire hogs, Surrey dogs, Sussex boors?”’ 
These rare epithets partly explain what 
sent the steady stream to Puritan Mass- 
achusetts and Connecticut rather than 
to the milder and loyal Virginia. 

Possibly, our Robert Russell, John 
Marshall of BiJderica, Thomas Farnum 
and Captain Thomas Marshal! of Lynn, 
who appear suddenly in this section 
about 1660,when Charles II is ready to 
avenge his father. had to skip as Puri- 
tan soldiers. They are all men of thir- 
ty with very young wives, such as sol- 
diers always choose. Inthe James in 
1635, come Nicholas and Ralph Farnum, 
Senior and Jobn Poor, all with young 
children. Nicholas and Elizabeth with 
little Hannah, with Osgood and Poor, 
leaving Ralph at Boston, come down 
the shore to Newbury, forgetting the 
fifty-eight days of tossing Atlantic 
waves—there in those tea quiet years 
on the meadows along Little River. 
Nicholas walks forty miles to Cambridge 
in 1637 to get registered, in order to 
vote for Winthrop and defeat Harry 
Vane, and then is fined four shillings 
in a year for staying away from town 
meetings. A man who was tanuer, fer- 
ryman, farmer and dish turner ought to 
take a day off occasionally. 

When old Winchester Cathedral is 
turned into a soldiers’ barrack and the 
fields about Abbots Ann Church at 
Ande-ver, (the ferry over Ande?) so 
familiar to Juhn Osgood, are desolated 
by charging troops, Nicholas and John 
take up“ their claims in our Andover 
and with eight others follow Wood- 
bridge to plant the old North Church 
and io spread out over their first, then 
second and third divisions as “lott-men”’ 
buying and selling till they are satisfied 
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with the mile radius about each small 
garrison house. Nicholas the hill Iwell- 
er or forester, was off the river road, 
but, I think the little home, cuddled 
down the s ope, below the Sawyer nut- 
tree, of the Great Bare Hill, furrowed 
by cloud burst and spring freshet—this 
great Pudding mound planted on that 
old hub of a mountain, called’ Stony 
Plaiu, by the ice, ages 3 was 
a gartisou-house. 

The second Holt house stood west by 
the Pump; the thi:d is sull standing, 
held last by.the heirs of Dane Holt, 
Senior. His Elizabeth stays only till 


1686. In 1653, baby Priveilia aged four | 


months dies; then, in three years, the 
motherless boys Jamer at four, Nicho- 
las, nine, Henry, twelve, Sam, fifteen, 
with Sarah (probably next to James), 
about six, keep the elder Hannah busy. 
Mary, at eighteen, marries in a year 
Thomas Juhnson, one of the puzzling 
children of Haverhill John, settling 


near by and in 1659 bringing to the 


Holt family the first grandchild, Mary 
Johnson. Elizabeth at twenty, in 1658 
meets her fate in young Ralph Farnum 
(of English Draycott), who is drawn up 
the Merrimac by his sister Mary’s mar- 
riage with Daniel Poor of Newbury. 
Ralph’s mother Alice and Daniel s sis- 
ter Alice seem to indicate some con- 
nection. 

Good neighbor Osgood is dead; may- 
be the long tramps to Boston were 100 
severe for his declining years. His 
son-in law, John Clements, who mar- 
ried Sara, has settled up the estate, with 
Nicholas Holt famous as a trustee, and 
now his niece Mary Clements, the wife 
of young John Osgood, opens her house 
with the three small children, John, 
Tim, and Mary to grandmother, the 
widowed Sarah. Near by live Mary 
Osgood, her daughter, and Henry In 
galls with little Sam, Henry and Mary. 
Andrew Allen, perhaps from Salem, 
who married Faith Ingalls has one 
small Hannah and Andrew, while sister 
Elizabeth Ingalls, Parson Dane’s lady, 
has some boys and girls large enough 
to travel over to Aunt Faith's and Un- 
cle Henry’s. There are a few small 
kids“ down at Aslebee farm—Sam, 
about ten, John four, with all Aslebee 
Hill and Pond for a playground. 

There were six Fryes up to John’s 
on the hill, at what 1s now Enoch s es- 
tate and the Atkins’ place so long held 
by the spinster Fryes. John, Junior, 
is just making room for Eunice Potter, 
probably a Boxford girl, and Elizabeth 
is getting her spinning ready to stock 
Robert Stiles’s home of Middleton. 
Sara Frye is hastening to an early grave. 

How I would like to have roamed the 
hills with those irrepressible Fryes, Sam 
Ben and James, with the Danes and 
Holts. The cider ‘campers’? oa old 
Prospect Hill were not disfiguring the 
landscape and driving away nobler den- 
izens of the great forest. Into all this 
pleasant circle of friends and xin coms 
Robert Russell, the mysterious, in 1659, 
a man of twenty-nine with Mary Mar- 
shall, sixteen. She was the daughter 
of Thomas Marshall of Reading, who 
lived on the road that he helped Holt 
make aown by Augustus Gould’s. Rob- 
ert probably makes his first home ly 
the highway, half way between the

A FAMOUS MAN’S MOTHER. 


Thomas Wentworth Higginson’s Beautifal 
Tribute to His Mother. 

I trace to my mcther’s direct influence 
three leading motives of her youngest 
son’s life—the love of personal liberty, 
of religious freedom and of the equality 
of the sexes—writes Thomas Wentworth 
Higginson in The Ladies’ Home Jcur- 
nal. As to the more subtle and intimate 
influences, they ordinarily came by con - 
tact, not by preaching. She always 
maintained that the younger children of 
a large family had a much better chance 
for development than the elder because 
they had more freedom to develop them- 
selves. With her elder children, she al- 
ways said, overconscientiousness almost 
bore her to the earth. She felt persun- 
ally responsible for every childish fault. 

She had been reared in the school of 
Locke, which regarded the human soul 
as blank paper, on which parents and 
teachers did all the writing. But her 
children were of strong and varied indi- 
viduality, and she learned in time to 
study the temperament of each and be 
patient with its unfolding. Her whole 
formula of training consisted in these 
three things: To retain the entire confi- 
dence of the child, todo whatever seem- 
ed wisest and to be patient. Her trust 
in Providence was absolute and control- 
ling, as was her sense of the personality.

SHREDDED CORN FODDER. 


It Is a Good Substitate For Hay and More 
Valuable Than Whole Fodder. 


Unusual interest has been evinced this 
season to the harvesting of the hay crop. 
Farmers have at last awakened to a 
realizing sense of the value not only of 
the grain, but the fodder. The self bind- 
ing corn harvester, the corn husker and 

the fodder shredder have. all played an 
important part in bringing corn fodder 
to the fore. There aré machines which 
make but one job of husking and shred-

ding the cornstalks. The stalks are fed 
to the machine, which chops off the ears 
and husks them and at the same time 
crushes and shreds the stalks. 

This shredded fodder or corn hay, as 
it is also called, has many advantages 
First, it has no sharp edges; second, it 
can be handled with a pitchfork; third, 
it can be baled like hay; fourth, it oc- 
cupies less space than the whole fodder; 
fifth, it saves waste. 

Progressive farmers all agree now 
with the assertion long ago made by 
scientists—namely, that there is no bet- 
ter substitute for hay than sweet, bright 
corn fodder. Ordinarily, however, it is 
very inconvenient to handle, and there 
is considerable loss of food material in 
the coarser parts left uneaten by stock. 
The shredder seems to have obviated 
these difficulties by putting all the fod- 
der in an eatable condition and in a 
form easy to handle. Shredded corn fod- 
der is now baled, shipped to city mar- 
kets and sold at rermzmerative prices. 
Thanks are due to Fürm and Fireside 
for the illustration here given of a bale 
of shredded corn fodder. 


Characteristics of Good Silage. 

F. H. King of the Wisconsin station, 
recognized authority on silos and si- 
lage, writing to American Agricultur- 
ist, says: Good corn silage should be 
bright green, only a little darker than 
when put into the silo, and free from 
mold. The kernels of corn should be 
nearly natura! in color, and the silage 
should have a mild acid taste and a well 
marked and p$2asant smell. Any mold- 
ing of the silage, any strong, offensive 
odor and any dark or black color are in- 
dications of losses of dry matter greater 
than 8 to 12 percent. A silo which 
gives this kind of silage is defective in 
some important particular. There will 
be scattered through the silage small 
spots the size of the hand, or perhaps 
the size of the head, where there is a 
little mold, but these should be very 
few. A general molding or blackening 
of the silage in contact with the walls 
is proof positive of faulty walls or bad 
filling. The silage against the walls 
should be bright and free from mold, 
and where it is not an unnecessary loss 
is being sustained. This is an important 
matter for the feeder to understand, be- 
cause cattle will eat silage readily where 
there has been as high as 50 per cent 
loss, so that the fact that cattle eat the 
silage all up is no criterion that large 
losses are not being sustained. A feeder 
can no better afford a loss of 20 per cent 
of his silage than he can afford a loss of 
1 per cent of fat in his milk. 


Alfalfa or Lucern. 

Alfalfa has been grown with more or 
less success in every state and territory 
in the Union, from Maine to Washing- 
ton, and from California to Florida. 
There is not a state from which the re- 
port has not gone out that alfalfa will, 
when properly treated, become one of 
the best fodder plants. It is the best hay 
soiling crop in the west. In the south it 
has-been widely recommended as a very 
valuable addition to the list of forage 
grasses and clovers. In the middle and 
eastern. states it promises to become a 
rival of the better known and more 
widely grown red clover. The foregoing 
is from the pen of Jared G. Smith, as- 
sistant agrostologist to the department 
of agriculture. He also tells that the 
western alfalfa grows taller than the 
eastern lucern, and it withstands drought 
and freezing better. 


Odd Mention. 

L. R. Jones, who has experimented 
with tomatoes under glass at the Ver- 
mont station, says that it is safer in 
glass gardening to depend on naturally 
strong varieties rather than to spray for 
rot. 

It is claimed that the best table grapes 
in the United States are grown in that 
portion of New York state known as 
the lake region, which comprises the 
country round four big lakes Keuka, 
Canandaigua, Seneca and Cayuga.

Butter Deprived of Its Buoyant 
Feature. 


Cheese Quiet anit Firm—Potatoes and 
Apples In Liberal Supply—Geod De- 
mand For Poultry—Live Stock Markets. 


Boston, Nov. 6,—Tameness is the lead- 
ing feature of the butter market this week 
so far. Holders are as firm as ever in their 
views, and not urging sales, being confi- 
dent business will come around all 
right In a tew days, ’ The export demand 
has dropped off, and this deprives” the 
market ofa great deal of the buoyancy 
which was so prevalent a week or two ago. 
No orders from English buyers have been 
received for several days, and this lull 
may continius until tho effect- of recent 
liberal shipments on foreign markets san 
be asvertained. 

The western markets show increased 
strength, and New York, Philadelphia 
and taltimom maintain a steady tone. 
The situation-generally retains a full de- 
gree of strength, and while some of our 
dealers think the sharp édge is off, we see 
no reason for any decline. 

Fine fresh New York, Vermont and 
New Hampshire creamery are held at 23 
to 23 cents, und a few sales are made at 
that rate. Northern receipts are begin- 
ning to show frosty defects, and a wider

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sell at 223¢ to 23 cents, but for the general 
run of western 21 to 23 cents is still a full 
selling rate. 

An increased demand for fresh ladles 
and imitation creamery is expected when 
the cold weather sets in, and these to 
some extent will take the place of fresh 
made creamery, especially if the quality of 
the latter is allowed to deteriorate. Choice 
imitation may now be quoted at 14 to 16 
cents, but very few good enough to com- 
mand over 15 cents. 

June crea.nery hus been quiet for several 
days past, and the rush for that grade 
seems to be over, though it may soon start 
up again. For best stock it is not safe to 
quote over 10 to 20 cents, though some is 
still held at 21 cents. Second grades rango 
from 16 to 18 sents. Ladles and imita- 
tions, 12 to 14 cents. 

Cheese. 

Quiet and firm is the condition of the 
cheese market. Buyers come up slowly to 
the prices based on cost in the country, but 
late arrivals of September and October 
makes are he.d at 1134 cents for twins and 
11 cents for large singles. A few. sales of 
earlier receipts at 10 to 11 cents. 

The stock here is small, and holders aro 
confident that fall asking rates will bo 
paid later on the fall make, 

Other Produce. 

Strictly fresh western eggs sold at 21 to 
22 cents, and selected lots at 23 cunts; 
ordinary wesiern, 19 to 20 cents; fresh 
eastern, 22 to 23 cents; refrigerator stock, 
16 to 17 cents, and some fine spring lots 
from cold storage here go higher. Stock 
last week was reduced 5037 cases.

for the official’s best endeavor, his hon- 
est service, and his constant recogni- 
tion of the fact that he is a public ‘and 
not a political servant. In the teaching 
of this fact the last election will have 
great power. In its further stamp of 
disapproval of all underhanded political 
work, of secret society influence, and 
of every other method of gaining polit- 
ical preferment in ways that are dark, 
the election will do much to clear the 
air for a battle in 1896 over issues that 
have a lively interest to the country

When the polls, opened at 7 o'clock 
Tuesday morning the prospects for a 
pleasant election day were not bright, 


| but soon the sun beamed forth and: the 


remainder. of the day was all that could 
be desired. This. however, was not suf 


dient to draw outa big vote, and the 


stay-at-homes numbered over four hun 
dred. ; 

There seemed to be little interest on 
either side, but it was mofe pronounced 
in the democracy. They had no men or 


teams at work, a fact that made a vast. 


difference in the total democratic vote. 
The republicans had a couple of teams to 
carry voters, but outside of. this there 
was litule hustling. There was no con- 


test to especially stir up local interest 


and a spirit of indifference seemed to be 
in the air. 

Just 600 voted in Precinct 1 and 155 in 
Precinct 2, a total of '755 out of about 1180, 
registered. Last year the total vote was 


918 and the year previons 895. Sheriff 


Johnson had the largest vote here, hav- 
ing 6 more than Governor Greenhalge, 
who was next. Brooks, for senator, led 


| the democratic vote with 191 against 172 


for the gubernational candidate. 
The voting was slow but steady, and 
there was no rush at any one time. On- 
ly split tickets are allowed to be counted 
before the polls are closed and so little 
was accomplished before 4.30, when the 
last vote was cast. The counting was 
done promptly and the result was an- 
nounced at 8 o'clock, an intermission 
having been taken for lunch, which was 
served by T. Murphy. The following as- 
sisted the regular election officers: G. A. 
Parker, Geo. W. Foster, Ezra I. Abbott, 
Daniel A. Collins, Timothy O’Brien, Geo. 
A. Brown, E. J. Burke. 
The vote on the woman suffrage ques- 
tion was overwhelmingly no. An appeal 
to the men issued by several promi- 
nent women and freely circulated at the 
polling place, doubtless swelled this 
side of the vote.

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COLD STORAGE FOR FRUITS. 


A Massachusetts Horticulturist Expresses 
Opinions on This Important Subject... 
At a meeting of Massachusetts horti- 
cultarists, Dr. Jabez Fisher, in speak- 
lig on The Preservation of Fruits by 
Lold Storage, said he had firggjbegun 
to experiment in this direction more 


than 20 years ago, when he placed a 


crap of pears in an icehouse and held 
them back from the market for several 
weeks, and in that way realized a profit 
twice as great as usual. For the grower 
of small fruits, like strawberries and 
raspberries, he said, cold storage is not 
at all practicable. But for the preserva- 
tion of the winter apple it is a method 
shown to be very valuable and certain to 
add nh to one's income from the fruits 
he raises. He said: 

When you are ready to harvest your 


apple crop, the thing to do is to discover 
how to get the most money for it. If 
you have a good cellar, you can keep 
apples there with good results. A build- 
ing can be constructed which will uc- 
complish the same purpose. It should 
be built with double walls, with a 
space of ono foot between. This space 
should be filled with planing mill shav- 
ings. An earth floor will answer, al- 
though a cement floor is better. There 
should be no windows in this structure, 
and there should be a double door on 
the north side. There should be a good 
sized ventilator in the center of the 
building. 

When you are getting ready to store 
your apples, you want to take advantage 
of every cold night to reduce the tem- 
perature by leaving the doors open. Of 
course there will be some night when 
the temperature in the building will 
be cooler than in the open air. On such 
nights keep the door shut. After the ap- 
ples are picked, 1 prefer to put them 
into bushel boxes rather than into bar- 
rels. After the apples are picked the 
sooner you get them into the cellar or 
storage house, where there is an equable 
temperature, the better. In packing ap- 
ples for the market never put a large 
apple and a small apple side by side. 
Apples that are nearly of a size wil sell 
much more readily and for a better price 
than when they are ill assorted.

Of ornamental fruiting plants that 
are suitable for house cultivation we 
have but few species, but they are all 
of a very hardy constitution and will 
stand many changes of temperature 
without suffering much injury. They 
are all hard wooded and are not subject 
to the usual insect pests that so often 
trouble house plants: About all the at- 
tention that most of them require is 
care in watering and sponging about 
once a week to keep the foliage clean, 
according to American Gardening. From 
this same source it is learned that Ar- 
disia crenulata is a handsome dwarf 
shrub, with bright green foliage and 
small white flowers, which are succeed- 
ed by bright scarlet berries borne on 
long stems. The berries are produced in 
clusters of four to eight, and they stand 
well out from the foliage, producing a 
very pretty effect. This plant is desery- 
edly popular. It isa very satisfactory 
one, as its red fruit keeps on the branch 
in full beauty for a very long time. 


A Driveway Entrance. 

When the dwelling house stands a 
considerable distance back from the road 
and is approached through land rough 
and wild in appearance, some such 
scheme as the one suggested in a sketch

originally made for American Gardening 
would be picturesque in itself and in 
keeping with its surroundings. 

Such localities often abound in a kind 
of shaly rock that lends itself admirably 
to the making of a wall like this. The 
Piers at either side are given an appear- 
ance of added solidity by being made 
larger at the base than at the top, and 
at the same time the artistic effect is 
increased. The stones are easily laid 
up. Indeed the wall and posts almost 
build themselves, so perfectly do the 
flat rocks fit upon one another, leaving 
A clean cut eage and surface.

HABITS OF THE MANATEE. 


A “urmiess Monster That Feeds Under 
Water on Grasses. 

The manatee belongs to a mammalian 
order called sirenia, or seacows, which 
contains only three species—our mana- 
tee, that of west Africa and the dugong 
of Australia. As its clumsy form sug- 
gests, it is an animal of quiet and even 
sluggish habits, entirely hermless and 
easily taken when once its haunts are 
known. When at home, its food consists 
of tender aquatic plants and grasses, al- 
ways eaten under water, and its presence 
is generally revealed by the bits of bro- | 
ken stems and grass which escape and 
float to the surface above where it is 
feeding. 

In captivity it feeds on cabbage, let- 
tuce, the leaves of the canna, celery 
tops, watercress, spinach, and also cer- 
tain kinds of ocean seaweed. In the St. 
Lucie river its favorite food is @ loxuri- 
ant, trailing aquatic grass, cafied man- 
atee grass, in which the manatee finds 
not only good food, but good hiding 
places from its human enemies. 

The bones of this animal are massive, 
solid and quite heavy (some hunters 
will tell yon its bones are ‘‘solid ivory’’), 
and its skin is as thick and tough as 
that of a hippopotamus. I have seen 
very good canes made of strips of man- 
atee skin, twisted like a lightning rod 
and dried. Its flesh is very good, and, 
to me, it tastes quite like lean pork. 
Curiously enough, this strange creature 
actually sheds its outer skin every year, 
as does a serpent. The living specimens 
that from time to time have been cap- 
tured and kept for exhibition in Deme- 
rara, Philadelphia, New York and Lon- 
don have in all cases been of small or 
medium size, varying in length from 4 
to 7 feet. The one Which was shown in 
the Central park menagerie in 1873 was 
6 feet 91¢ inches in length and weighed 
450 pounds.—W..T. Hornaday in St.

The work of 
rescue was rushed to the utmost, bat prog- 
ress has necessarily been slow. 

Sixteen dend bodies have thus far been 
taken from the ruins, and some 80 tenants 
and employes in the building are still 
missing, and there can be no doubt that 
most of these are lying dead under the de- 
bris.
